* A COVID-19 case was defined as a positive nucleic acid amplification test, including positive reverse 
transcription–polymerase chain reaction test, or positive rapid antigen test result for SARS-CoV-2, the virus that 
causes COVID-19, in a person who was physically present at a child care facility. A facility-associated outbreak was 
defined as two or more laboratory-confirmed COVID-19 cases among students or staff with onset of illness within a 
14-day period, who are epidemiologically linked, do not share a household, and are not listed as a close contact of 
each other in another setting during standard case investigation or contact tracing. 
ⴕ As of December 31, 2020 

§ No data were available on how these facilities were affected by the pandemic and if they remained open or 
closed during the study period. 

¶ While most facilities (n = 96) reported a single case to DC Health on each report, some facilities (n = 16) reported 
more than one case in a report.
